HIGHWAYS BEST BYWAYS 
IN MARYLAND DECISION 


Washington, Feb. 9.—The De- 


vised that the Maryland Court of 
Appeals has decided that automo- 
tive traffic on a public highway 
has the right of way over all traffic 
entering the highway from private 
roads. 

The decision was made in a suit 
brought by a motorist who turned 
into a highway from a private 
road, and on being struck, con- 
tended and he had the right of way 
over a car approaching at the left. 

“If the Legislature had intended 
to impose upon persons operating 
automobiles on public highways 
the duty of discovering all inter- 
secting or connecting private 
roads, ways and lanes,” the de- 
cision reads, “it would, no doubt, 
have limited the speed at which 
such vehicles might be lawfully 
operated to such rates as would be 
consistent with the normal and 
adequate discharge of that duty. 
But this it did Bot do.’

BILL IN LEGISLATURE 


Cleveland, Feb. 9.—Ohio may 
bond itself for $100,000,000 to pay 
its share of the cost of eliminating 
its 1,080 grade crossings, under 
terms of a bill ‘introduced in the 
General Assembly.

At the pres-| 
ent time almost any American factory could supply the 
normal demand for all Japan, but it may be that the spread 
of motor vehicle transportation will so increase the effi- | 
ciency of the country that its ability to absorb production 
will increase rapidly. This has been so in America, and the 
same condition may prevail in Japan.

New York, Feb. 9.—Reports of 
sudden declines in the early trading 
the London markets caused a

jdelivery down 120 points to 40.80, 
and other deliveries down to 30 to 
40 points. 

Later cables of steadier selling 
in London induced shorts to cover 
here and prices to rise until com- 
mission houses entered the selling 
late in the afternoon and at the 
close December was 1 cent lower 
and the other deliveries had lost 
from 10 to 40 points. The business 
for the day amounted to only 207% 
tons as-against 487% tons for the 
preceding day. 

The outside market was little af- 
fected by the teeter-totter activi- 
ties in London and on the local 
exchange. Prices remained un- 
changed and no sales were report- 
ed. Rubber was pientiful, but the 
holders proved strong and unwill- 
ing sellers.

COSTA RICA INCREASES 
AUTO IMPORT DUTIES 


Washington, Feb. 9.—Import 
duties on automobiles imported 
into Costa Rica have been increas- 
ed approximately 25 to 60 per cent. 
more than heretofore, the tariff 
division of the Department: of Com- 
merce announced today. 

There is no increase on cars 
priced up to $1,000. From §1,000 
to $2,000, f. o. b. factory on pas- 
senger, cars, the duty is increased 
from 0.40 colon per gross kilo to 
0.50 colon, and on cars over $2,000 
the duty is raised from 0.40 to 0.60 
colons—an increase of 25 and 50 
per cent., respectively. Parts are 
increased 25 per cent.
